Association 
Reorganized 


Lee Bering Elected 
President of New 
Village Organization 


Re-organization of the Palm 
Springs 
Employers 
Association 
was effected this week as nearly 
30 prominent business men re­ 
vived the pre-war agency on a 
permanent basis and adopted a 
broad program whose chief ob­ 
jectives will be a determined at­ 
tack upon the low-cost housing 
problem here, creation of a free 
employment agency and the spon­ 
soring of badly-needed social and 
recreational activities 
for em­ 
ployed persons in the Village. 
Heading the organization, which 
has been dormant since 1941, is 
Lee Bering, leasee of the Palm 
Springs Tennis Club. Initial meet­ 
ings of the board of directors 
and the officers of the group have 
forecast a vigorous program to be 
launched at once. 


OTHER 
OFFICERS 
serving 
with Mr. Bering are Frank Ben­ 
nett of Deepwell Guest Ranch, 
vice-president; Atty. Lyle New­ 
comer, secretary; Stanley Rosin of 
Tahquitz Vita and El Encanto 
Apartments, treasurer, and Earl 
Coffman, co-manager of the Des­ 
ert Inn, as chairman of the execu­ 
tive committee. 
Membership in the association 
will be open to all business firms 
of the city. Incorporation pro­ 
ceedings have been startd by 
Atty. Newcomer and the associa­ 
tion will be set up on an efficient, 
well-financed basis, the president 
said. 


DISCUSSION of the low-cost 
housing problem has been under­ 
way among business men here 
since opening of the fall season 
when the search for quarters for 
employed persons became crit­ 
ical, and the association now 
hopes to centralize the study of 
the problem and to crystalize it 
into action. Although the present 
building cost and the shortage of 
materials are major obstacles to 
a construction program, the busi­ 
ness men plan to explore every 
possible source of quarters and 
to prepare a definite plan of ac­ 
tion. 
Need for the free employment 
agency here has been felt by the 
business firms for several months 
because of the alarming number 
of “floaters” who have sought 
jobs here. It is the plan of the 
Employers Association to make 
the service free to all applicants 
who will be screened and recom­ 
mended or rejected on the basis 
of their personal employment his­ 
tory, their character and ability. 


"THIS AGENCY definitely will 
not judge applicants on their 
membership on non-membership 
in labor organizations,” Mr. Ber- 
in announced. Virtually all of the 
directors attending the organiza­ 
; tion meetings reported they are 
! employing both union and non­ 
union employes who have been 
selected on a basis of their ability 
to do their job without regard 
to membership in labor organiza­ 
tions. This policy is to be main­ 
tained by these employers.” 
Not only will the organization 
seek to improve living and recre­ 
ation conditions among the em­ 
ployed persons here, but will lend 
its assistance to establishing fair 
rates of pay. Organizing directors 
have reported that almost with­ 
out exception their firms are pay­ 
ing salaries and wages above the 
average elsewhere in California. 
Plans now are shaping up for a

city-wide meeting

which all business men will be 
invited, Mr. Bering said.

Aired at Hearing 


Petition of William Kent that 
he be given a license to dispense 
on-sale liquor on the premises of 
the old Continental Club on South 
Palm Canyon drive came up for 
a lengthy hearing before mem­ 
bers of the State Board of Equali­ 
zation yesterday in the city coun­ 
cil chambers. 
His previously filed petition 
under the name of Chart Incor­ 
porated is being protested by the 
city.

A WEEK AGO the Giacoboni- 
Zinner comet zoomed within 32,­ 
000,000 miles of the earth and 
night before last the earth was 
within 132,000 miles of its tail— 
hence the “shooting stars.” 
Some of the flying meteors 
were so brilliant it appeared as 
if they were going to land, especi­ 
ally one which glowed brightly as 


it flared against the mountains 
back of the Village. 


THE COMET was discovered in 
1900 and rediscovered in 1913.

said 
that Mrs. Hitchner had admitted 
the 
shooting 
and 
would 
be 
charged with first degree murder 
today. 
The wife was removed to the 
community hospital in a hys­ 
terical state of mind and was 
q u e s t i o n e d interm ittantly all 
night long. She was to be re­ 
moved to the Riverside County 
jail sometime this afternoon. 


ACCORDING to Neblett Mrs. 
Hitchner said her husband threat­ 
ened her with violence and when 
he raised his arms to strike her, 
she shot him. 
"Bul I didn't mean to kill 
him," 
the 
hysterical woman 
cried. 
Events which led up to the 
fatal 
shooting 
started 
around 
8:30 last night when the police 
department received a call from 
Mrs. Hitchner asking for police 
protection against her husband 
Iwho she said was on the way up 
to her house to beat her.

Patrolman Jack 
Brooks and 
Dale Thompson, cruising in a 
police car, received the call via 
radio from the station to investi­ 
gate Mrs. Hitchner’s fears.

There's a Reason 
for Everything, 
Mostly in Bridge 


By ANNE VAUGHAN 
Did you ever w atch a dragon 
fly sailing along at high speed, 
starting from a given point, m ak­ 
ing a bee line for another point, 
curving back, never an angle, and 
repeating this for m i n u t e s — 
always the sam e distance, always 
the same speed! 
W hat do you 
suppose he is doing? Taking his 
daily exercise to keep fit, or 
showing off for his girl friend? 
Again, did you ever w atch a 
humming bird, so tiny yet so per­ 
fectly formed, sitting on a tele­ 
phone wire, turning his head from 
side to side w ith as perfect pre­ 
cision as the ticking of a watch. 
W hat is he doing, exercising his 
neck muscles or is he, too, doing 
stunts for his girl friend? There 
is a reason, there is a reason for 
everything, even for, "knit one, 
purl one.” 
There is a reason for opening 
a bridge bid w ith two and a half 
•to three honor tricks. Why? B e­ 
cause if you have that much 
strength you have more than your 
allotted share. If you hold an ace 
and a king of the same suit the 
chances are you w ill make both 
of them. 
There are four suits, 
each player's share is an ace and 
a king or its equivalent, or, say­ 
ing it another way, two honor 
tricks. Consequently if you have 
more th an tw o you have more 
than your share. 


HOWEVER, bridge is not pure 
science, if it w ere there would be 
no game, only a scientific dem on­ 
stration. 
It is the chance ele­ 
m ent that m akes the game fascin­ 
ating. Nobody deals hands por­ 
tioning an ace and a king to each 
individual. No one can anticipate 
w hat a hand w ill hold, and there 
are some extraordinarily freakish 
hands dealt. B ut in the early days 
of bridge more than 10,000 hands 
were dealt m erely to experim ent 
and prove th at in a large m a­ 
jority of cases the hand values 
counted singly and then summed, 
will am ount to eight or eight and 
a 
half honor tricks. 
This 
is 
another w ay to indicate that if a 
single hand holds as much as two 
and a half honor tricks the hand 
is better than average. This is 
the 
scientific basis for bridge 
bidding.

’ HERE I COME"

both polite and necessary to give 
w arning of one's im pending a r­ 
rival. Even the m em bers of one 
savage tribe, for instance, w hen 
they are about to visit a neigh­ 
boring cam p halt some distance 
away and build a fire to give 
w arning of their coming. In the 
O rient ordinary politeness calls 
for a servant to be sent ahead to 
announce one’s coming. 
C ertain common social customs 
have their parallels in the law. 
One such has to do w ith the basic 
principle of the Public Notice. 
The person who gives the Notice 
says, in effect, "Here I come, 
proposing to do thus and so, 
which concerns you in the m an­ 
ner described." 
This gives the persons thus 
w arned due Notice of the im ­ 
pending action. 
Thus they can 
give their assent if required or 
lake counter-steps if necessary. 
This is the essence of every P u b ­ 
lic Notice. The letter of the law 
is complied with w hen the Notice 
is published, but the spirit is not 
unless due Notice is taken also.

MT. WHITNEY 


W hen 1 left Yosennte Valley 
this year, i nau originally planneu 
to climb Ml. Lyell, anu to explore 
its still-active glacier, m l Lyell, 
you may recall, is m e nignesi 
peaK in the xosennte, and com­ 
m ands a w onderful view oi m e 
vast UacK Country, bo, joined by 
four young lads w itn wnom i nau 
become acquainted during the 
sum m er, we drove up to l'ioga 
Pass, trom which we expected to 
begin the long but not too strenu­ 
ous 111 mile climb. Once there, 
how ever, we discovered that the 
snow fall ot three days previous 
had lett the intervening peaks 
and Mt. Lyell itself m antled w ith 
snow and ice, and the district 
ranger at Tuolum ne Meadows in­ 
form ed us th at we w ouldn’t be 
able to reach the sum m it w ithout 
pick-axes. A hike just to the base 
was a poor substitute. A fter much 
deliberation, at the last m om ent 
w e decided to try Mt. W hitney 
instead. 
D riving down scenic Leevining 
C anyon to Mono Lake and thence 
south to Lone Pine, we spent the 
n ig h t in th at city. N ext ..orning 
w e got off to a late sta n , drove 
the intervening fourteen miles 
tow ard the heart of the Sierras to 
W hitney Portal, elevation 8,200 
feet. This is the fam ous stretch 
of road th at was featured a few 
years back in 
the 
H um phrey 
B ogart film "High Sierra,” in 
w hich he was pursued by the 
police and finally took refuge in 
th e granite 
boulders near the 
Portal. 


PARKING THE CAR, we as­ 
sem bled our packs, preparatory 
to beginning the 14 m ile trek on 
up 
the Sierran crest to over 
14,000 feet. There w ere five of us: 
three from Berkeley, one from 
San Diego, and myself. 
Brad 
Logan (whose father is an em in­ 
ent piano instructor in Berkeley) 
had no sleeping-bag, his luggage 
having been misplaced at M er­ 
ced; so his borrowed pack con­ 
tained the groceries for all of us, 
plus the A rm y blanket I had 
loaned him. Jim and Stu Robert­ 
son (whose father is professor of 
Electrical 
Engineering 
at 
Cal) 
each carried their own bed-rolls, 
as did also Bob Robison of San 
Diego. 
In addition to my bed­ 
roll. I carried my Argus camera, 
film, and a new lightw eight ski- 
trooper tent. 
We anticipated a 
very cold night? 
T hat afternoon we covered the 
first four m iles of the hike in 
routine time, pausing en route to 
m unch the sw eet ripe wild goose­ 
berries 
grow ing 
in 
profusión 
along the w ell-m arked trail. S k irt­ 
ing Lone Pine lake (which I had 
last visited several years ago in 
m id-w inter when it was frozen 
over with a hollow shell of ice, 
the 
w ater 
having 
s o m e h o w 
drained out from beneath!) we 
continued on up past another 
sm all lakelet and to the shore of 
a still higher tarn called M irror 
L ake (not to be confused w ith the 
better know n lake of th at name 
in Yoscmite Valley). 
H ere, at 
tim ber-line, we made our base 


camp. It would be foolish to go 
higher, since then we would have 
no wood for a fire to cook our 
meals. 


THE MOMENT the sun sank 
behind the mass of granite tow er­ 
ing above us, a cold breeze sprang 
up, setting the w indsw ept and 
picturesque w hite-bark pines all 
around us sighing audibly. Rip­ 
ples raced across the surface of 
the lake. It w as a wild, desolate 
setting. We scoured the im medi­ 
ate vicinity for bits of dead wood 
and Stu could soon be heard on 
the farth er side of the meadow 
hacking at a dead limb w ith his 
axe, the sharp sounds echoing 
across at us. The blazing fire we 
soon ignited m ade us feel much 
more cheerful, as well as warmer, 
and w hen we had eaten of fried 
Spam 
we 
once 
more 
relaxed 
around 
the cam p-fire and dis­ 
cussed plans for the morrow. 
That night Stu, Brad, and I 
slept in the sm all w aterproof tent 
I had brought; Jim and Bob slept 
outside in their sleeping bags. Ice 
formed 
in the 
early 
morning 
hours; nevertheless the cold was 
not too noticeable, except to poor 
Brad w ith only tw o blankets, th e 
sun was already stream ing down 
upon us w hen we finally arose, 
eager to get started. 


BREAKFAST over, we packed 
our lunches, left the pacKs be­ 
hind, and started out again, re­ 
lieved to be free of the heavy 
bedrolls. Our route climbed di­ 
rectly up tne rocKy ridge to the 
lelt (.south; ot Mirror Lake, and 
came out on a small ilat area at 
tne very base oi tne main sierra 
Range. To one side, down in a 
depression, was a beaulilul alpine 
laxe, 
consolation 
Lake, 
with 
snowbanks extending down to its 
edge on tne lar side. We nikeo 
on oy this colorí ul spot, across a 
level valley, and then began the 
mam strenuous climb, ascending 
about IdUo leet nearly straight up 
tne mountainside. It proved to oe 
a nard climb simply because of 
me altitude and steepness. We 
discovered that every few hun­ 
dred leet we had to stop to get 
our breatns. At one point we had 
to cross a small ice-tield, using 
tne loot-holds w e found already 
cnopped into the slippery ice sur- 
lace. 
It 
was 
the 
only 
truly 
dangerous spot on the entire trail. 
f inally we attained M uir Pass, 
which is over 13,000 feet in alti­ 
tude. H ere was a sign m arking 
the boundary oi Sequoia N ational 
Park. 
From this point on we 
would be w ilm n th at P a rk ’s con­ 
iines. T he view to the w est was 
one of the m ost spectacular 1 
have ever seen. We were on the 
edge of a deep-sided narrow val­ 
ley, at the base ol w hich w ere two 
large lakes. One of these was a 
bright C rater L ake blue in color; 
the other was a deep em erald 
green hue. B eyond them rose tier 
after tier of jagged clilfs and 
comb-like ridges, and in the far 
distance loomed the bluish sil­ 
houettes of the Coast Ranges. 


IT WAS EASY to see w hy the 
east side of the S ierras is a des­ 
ert, and why th at m ighty m oun­ 
tain range is responsible for such 
aridity, even as lofty San Jacinto 
m akes the Coloradu D esert pos­ 
sible. 
M oisture-laden c l o u d s , 
sweeping in off th e Pacific, easily 
gliding over the low coast ranges 
and across the narrow interven­ 
ing San Joaquin and Sacram ento 
valleys, and ascending gradually 
to surm ount th e 
Sierras, soon 
reach such high altitudes that 
they become chilled. A nd when 
rain clouds become cold, they can 


no longer retain their m oisture 
and drop it as rain. Consequently, 
the clouds are robbed of their 
valuable w ater-load before they 
can clim b over th e Sierras. Very, 
very little is carried over into 
the 
M ono 
Lake-O wens 
Valley 
drainage. W hat little rain th e des­ 
ert does get is derived from two 
sources: 
rare 
s u m m e r 
rains 
usually come from the east, and 
in the w inter, extensive thunder 
storms m ay som etim es m anage 
to creep over from the west. 
A cold breeze proved annoying­ 
ly cool as we huddled in the pass 
itself, so we w ent further along 
the W hitney trail to the leeside 
of some boulders to eat our lunch. 
The w est side of the W hitney 
escarpm ent contains some truly 
rugged 
scenery, 
with 
granite 
spires 
a n d 
grotesquely-eroded 
colum ns and masses. 
The trail 
penetrates right through th is mass 
of jum bled, fractured rock, past 
three huge crevices which nearly 
dissect 
the ridge 
into isolated 
aretes. 
As we later passed by 
these gigantic gouges in th e east 
side of the escarpm ent, w e felt 
awed at the great perpendicular 
drops only a few feet away. 
It is approxim ately three miles 
from the Pass on up to th e very 
top of M t. W hitney. The last mile 
is an easy slope, gradual 
but 
steady; the sum m it itself is not 
a sharp peak, but instead m ore or 
less flat, covered w ith big granite 
boulders over an area ol several 
acres. O n the th ree other sides 
(the north, east, an d south) there 
are 
vertical 
descents 
several 
thousand feet straight down. You 
get an incom parable feeling of de­ 
tached isolation w hen you stand 
on the b rin k and stare out across 
miles and miles of terrain. 


THE SMITHSONIAN institute 
of W ashington has erected a large 
stone building h ere at th e sum ­ 
m it. 
It contains several rooms, 
most of them now w ithout doors 
and p artially filled w ith perpetual 
ice masses. In case of necessity, 
of course, 
as in 
storms, 
they 
could be sought as refuges. Nor 
was there any register book pres­ 
ent. Som eone a few days earlier 
had started a crude register by 
nailing a few sheets of paper 
inside "the west room of the build­ 
ing; we all added our nam es to 
it, anyw ay. Signing one’s nam e 
seem s to be a requisite to scaling 
any m ajor peak anyw here. 
A m etal placard beyond indi­ 
cated th a t the W hitney tra il is 
the highest trail ev er constructed 
in A m erica, and th a t M. W hitney 
itself, w ith an altitude of 14,496 
feet plus, is the highest peak in 
the U nited States. This sum m er 


I had at last achieved two 
time 
am bitions: 
spending 
the 
night in D eath Valley at Bad 
W ater (lowest place in the United 
States), and now standing on the 
very sum m it of Mt. W hitney (the 
highest). 
, 
It was three o’clock that a fter­ 
noon w hen we finally started the 
descent, 
and 
two 
hours 
later 
found us at M irror Lake again. 
A nother hour for a snack to eat 
and to reassem ble our packs and 
we w ere off again, reaching the 
car at W hitney Portal in an hour 
flat, w ith Jim in the lead. Thus 
we had descended from the peak 
in three hours actual hiking time, 
a bit too rapid coverage for 14 
miles and some 6000 feet of a lti­ 
tude, bu t we w anted to get to the 
car before nightfall. 
To those w ho someday con­ 
tem plate clim bing this most fam ­ 


ous of all A m erican m ountains, a 
few tips: D ress w arm ly even in 
m id-sum m er, for the nights are 
cold and the breezes at high a lti­ 
tudes quite chilly. 
You don t 
need to carry w ater w ith you on 
the ascent for there are stream s 
all the way along the trail. It is 
easiest to m ake the trip in tw o 
days as w e did, leaving your 
packs at the base camp for the I 
actual climb. People have gone 
up and back in one day, but th at s 
for 
the experience conditioned 
hiker not for the average to u r­ 
ist. And the views and vast p an ­ 
oram a you get in every direction 
I 
would be w ell w orth the effort 
spent, even if at the end you 
didn’t have the “distinction” of 
seeing it all from the highest 
point in America.
